CHAMBRR^Tias furnished the following Inforniatlon relative to 
an apartment used by the Russian Espionage apparatus with which hd was 
associated: 

"About six months to a year after I became associated with the 
xmder ground apparatus (presumably this would be early 1933 or thereabouts) 
I was taken to an apartment on Gay Street In Greenwich Village. I believe 
that this address was 9 Gay Street, In any event Gay Street is a very 
short street and the apartment was located somewhere on that street.. •••••• 

This was a brownstone house and the entrance, as I recall It, was below 
the street level, probably about two or three steps, I have some haty 
reoolleotion that a Negro family lived on the street floor of this building. 
The apartment which I will describe later was either on the second or third 
floor. I recall quite distinctly the stairs leading to it were very creaky. 
The door leading into the apartment entered directly Into the main room 
which in itself was fairly small. At the rear of this room was a bath- 
room which probably at some previous date had been a large closet. There 
were no windows in this room but it did contain a toilet bowl, washstand 
and a bath-tub. 

"In connection with the main room there was a fireplace on the 
wall opposite to the entrance to this room. There was another door leading 
Into a small side room, which door was on the same wall as the entrance 
door but towards the front of the room. I recall that there were two or 
three windows In the front of the house that overlooked Gay Street. 

''As to the furnishings in the room, the main room contained an— 
iron couch that was covered with some cheap material. This couch^ by---

"L was told at some subsequent period by John Sherman that 
he had r^«fted or leased the Gay Street apartment from a Negro named 
Harris,/7lt was my understanding that Harris was a New York School 
teacher and sympathetic with the Communist Party but was not a Communiat. 
Nevertheless^ I understood that Harris knew that he was renting the 
apartment to an underground apparatus. No one lived permanently in 
the Gay Street apartment. It was used as a work shop for the apparatus 
in ways which I will describe hereinaftert** \ 

CHAI!BERS thereafter stated that the Goy Street apartment was ; 

used exclusively as a photographic work shop and especially in connection/ 
with seamen courier activities during the 1933 and 1934 period. He ^•:

-/in connection irith the Gay Street apartment, ROBERT GORDON 
STTITZ/^ subject in the Mpische Stem case, who is now an informant 
of this office, described/several apartments used by the Stem apparatus 
as photographic laboratoi^ies. One such apartiient was located on 16th 
Street In Manhattan ^ii/^'off 6th Avenue and was rented in the name of 
REGINALD fljUy SARTSR^ SWITZ described a German sailor known to him as 
"HBNRy"/^SWITZ taught HENRY photography at that apartment. From the 
description furnished by S^TZ it appears that HENRY was also known to 
CHAIifBERS in connection with the seamen courier operation. It appears 
that SWITZ knew HENRY in 1932 and CHAMBERS met him sometime later la 
1933. 

The information relative to HENRY is set forth merely for 
information* He is not known to have had any connection with the Gay 
Street apartment.

On the morninc of January 26, 19^9, Mr. !• J. Doneg^ called to 
' ladvise that AUSA Lauritano is anxious to get rid of RUMRICH/wKo 
"out on the west coast and irho is 'bein{j held at the House of^ Detention 
pending the clarification of his story which he gave to Donegan and agi 
of this office last week* Idr. Donegan wanted to know If we were in a 
position to again interview RJMRICH and give clearance for him to go out to 
.the west coast to face charges there* I advised hik we would get in touch 
with either him or Mr* Lauritano concerning this* 

Mr* Donegan then advised that in CHAVSERS* testimony, he has 
stated th?.t servants were iping in and out of ths HISS hone in Washington at 
the time CHA>*£ERS was associated with HISS there # Donegan says that CHA1!EERS 
. knew these servants and hs wanted to knoi^ whether we had been successful in 
locating and interviewing them* I advised him that the Viashlngton ^ield has 
been working on this for some time and as scopes we get results we will let 
him knovr* He then mentioned the cottage oft the Delaware River near French*- 
town where CH/J/BERS says PRISCIIUI HISsMsi^^cl about a week in 1935 or 1936, 
and where MAX LIEBER^AJecame enamoured vf her* He wanted to know whether we 
had checked this an<^ whether we had interviewed LIEbER* I advised him that 
I knew that a> lead had t ii i tinj i gone out on the Delaware River and that we 
were contemplating interviewing LIEBER; that we would let him know as aeon 
as these items had been covered*

noon of January 25th, requesting that the Bureau be advise^ todlb' (1/25/49) 
as to who ted been interviewed in this case, pursuant to certain Bureau 
conmunicatlons, and as to who had not been interviewed with the reason there- 
for, together with the identity of those we contemfdate interviewing, I 
'inforDied Mr. Laut^lin at 5*10 pm on 1/25/49 that we had accumulated the 
information necessary to answer the Bureau's inquiry, and the agent was 
just about to start dictating a teletype which was rather lengthy. He said 
that pbseibly the telelype could be dictated to the Bureau by the agpnt but. 
I advised that with this procedure, we would not have an opportunity to 
know exactly what is being dictated, and further, we would like to know 
beforehand what information was beinj; set forth in order to afford the 
matter appropriate supervision. He agreed that this might not be the best 
procedure and stated he would find out just how soon the Bureau needs this 
information. He called me back at 5*20 pm and advised that it would be 
satisfactory to incorporate the information in a teletype and to transmit 
it tonight (1/25/49).

At the outset of this interview it T»as pointed out to Wr. INGHAM 
that the interviewing Agents were w*ell aware of the story that he had 
previously told to Agents of the F.B*I. in Atlanta, Georgia end he was 
also told that the Agents were aware N^hat he had Just testified before the 
Gt«nd Jury. He was asked if there waa, anything that he wished to add 
to the testimony that he had previousl;J^^ given or if there wes anything that 
he wished to clarify. He sUted that tH^re was nothing further that he 
wished to add and he reiterated the fact'^hat the information he had 
previously given was the truth. He was tH^ n shown the full length picture 
of ALDER HISS that wbs taken at/the F.B.I. Office immediately following 
the arraignment of AIOER HlS^n December 16, 19A8 and he was asked if 
ttAs was the same individual whom he had met \n Washii^ton in 1937 and 
who had approached him to do errands for him. -^fter looking at the 
picture for a few minutes, he stated that this definitely was not the 
same individual. He was then shown the full facA. and sSde face picture 
of ALC«ni KISS that was taken on December 16, 19 A8 immediately following 
the arraignment of AlfiliR HISS and INGRAM again statied that this Individual, 
did not appear to be the same as the Individual he h*d previously mentioned.

ING3/.?I further stated that the Individual wHpm he thinks may be 
AIS)^ HISS spoke with a foreign accent. He was questioned as to whether

He WPS then asked if he believed the taly individual who approached 
him in 1937 in Washington, ^0 C. was of yfewish extraction* lb this 
he replied that the tall individual who4pproached him in 1937 in 
Washington, ^. C. i^as in all probability Jewish or Italian because 
^^this individual was dark skinned and had very black hair*

INORAM insisted that the picture th^ he'^had observed in 
the newspapers shoning ALOER and DCSIALD HlS^nterlng the Court House 
at the time the publicity first appeared inthe newspapers appeared to 
him to be the same individual as th^ one who approached him in Washington* 

INGRAM again was questioned as to his reputation for being a 
^ drinker and he readily admitted that he had the reputation for being a 
• bit of a drinker* He was asked if at any time he had ever been In any , I 

institution or hospital* He stated that on one occasion in the late * ! 

1930's his father had had him committed to a faim in Georgia for \ 

drunkenness. He stated that his father did this in oirier to try to 
cure him of his habit of habitual diunkenness* He advised that the 
only other time he was in a hospital Was in 19A5 i»hen he was in a 
veteran's hoapital because of a heart Condition and a bad stomach* 

At the conclusion of the interview, Mr* INGRAM was escorted * r\ iW^T \ \ 
by the Agents to the Uth floor where he was turned over to the guard V^'^jTiJaj ] ^ 
who stated thnt he would Inform Mr* DONBOAN that we had completed the y,l.**^**^^^ ;

A perusal of the statement taken from Y/HITTAKER CKA>^EI 
-^'numerous names of individuals hl^ly placed and active in the Cotmni 
during the time that CHAlilBBRS was associated with the Party* While these 
nsriies are not of particular importance in the current espionage investigation 
unless their activities were of an espionage nature, they are inqportant 
,from the standpoint of Comrunist investigations and particularly in connection 
with the DETCOM program. We are following up inniediately on those individuals 
mentioned by CHAMBERS who may be part of the espionage activities of the Party. 
Uoivever^ we should not forget to likewise follow up in the Communist Section 
on the present activities of the other Jbndividuals mentioned by CHAMBERS as 
highly active in the Communist Party* (jLn connection with this, at such tine 
as the statement has hfrn^ oOopleted, the agents interviewing CHAMEEIS should 
go over the statement l»nd ascertain from CHAI^BERS the latest information in 
his possession as to the addresses and current activities of these individuals 
in the Party* This will save us considerable work in following up on their 
present locations* J

Ihis is to advise that Mr. CHAU££RS was questioned and sta^d 
that he has only seen the docuxoents developed from the "pum^^in fUm" once 
and tiiat>vas at the Commodore Hotel in NYC. It was shorm to him by the KCUA 
(STRIPLING, NlXai, HoJXXi'ELL, APPEL, WANDEL and probably WHEELER). He stated 
'that he only sav the documents a short time and that they were rather in- 
distinct. He believes that at that time someone questioned him relative to >^ 
the "Navy angle". Mr. CHAMBERS stated that, to best of his knowledge, the ^ 
Navy documsnts came to him from the Bureau of Standards through WARD PIGMAN^ 
He continued "The more I think of it the more I feel that probably all these 
documents that I saw (at the Commodore) oame from the i^ureau of Standards 
through WARD PIGfUN~-it is possible that some may have cone from WADLEIQH 
and REUO". The committee records, V.r, CHA^?BERS stated, would indicate 
what he had stated at the time concemin(: these documents. However, he 
stateddsfinitely that he never had any contact in the Navy Department nor 
did he ever hear that the apparatus had any such contact.

' f erred to the pumpkin film documents developed from film turned tfp by 
CHAMBERS in the pumpkin on his Maryland farm. Mr. Fletcher advised that 
some of these documents pertain to Navy activities. The Navy asserts that 
these particular documents pertaining to Navy material came from the Bureau 
. of Standards and not from the Navy itself. Mr. Fletcher requested that we 
ask CHA1/3ERS if these documents came from the Bureau of Standards through 
PIOIAAIJ who was CHAWBERS* contact at the i>ureau of standards, or whether 
CIl/uMirERS obtained them throu^i acme contact in the Navy Department, '•^he 
Navy is concerned to be sure that there is no leak in the Navy Department 
through which CHA}^BERS was able to obtain these documents. 
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
